Net Mach of a Surprise. 
PHLADELPHIA, July 30. 
The Columbian Bank, a State insti- 
tution, closed its doors this morning, 
aod onthe door a notice was posted 
stating that, by order of the Board of 
Directors, the bank would make an 
assignment for the benefit of its cred- 
itors. At noon another notice was is- 
sued saying an assignment had been 
made to S. Edwin Megarge and F. H. 
Kernan, two attorneys. All efforts to 
obtain any statement as to the amount 
of liabilities or assets proved futile, 
both the bank officials and the assign- 
ees declaring that they had not time to 
inquire into the condition of affairs as 
yet. Itis believed, however, the fail- 
ure is a complete one. President Bell, 
of the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Bank, 
with whom the Columbia has kept an 
account for several years, stated that 
the checks of the latter were dishon- 
ored because they had no money to 
their credit, and furthermore, they 
had no securities on deposit, as was 
claimed by the Columbian’s officials. 
Mr. Bell said the secarities offered con- 
sisted of checks and drafts on outside 
banks, and that the Farmers’ and Me- 
chanics’ would not accept them ex- 
eept for collection, and if they proved 
good the money would be d, but 
nothing would be advanced.

John Taylor’s Funeral. 
Sarr Lake, July 29. 
The funeral of John Taylor was held 
to-day. The body lay in state in the 


| big Tabernacle from 7 in the morning 


till noon, thousands of people passing 
through the building and viewing it. 
When the services over the remains 
were begun some 6,000 people were in 
the Tabernacle, many comprising fam- 
ilies with lunches aud babies, who sat 


for hours to hold eligible seats. John 
Taylor’s numerous family occupied a 
prominent position, filling three or 
four long benches, 
The building was 
black and white, but the floral em- 
blems were rather scanty. A bee-hive, 
with the cross, crown and anchor 
were the most prominent. The oc. ffin 
was pine, polished brilliantly. The 
deceased was dressed in white, with 
shoes on his feet and the usual burial 
robes, all in accordance with written 
directions of Taylor, deposited with 
Brigham Young tourteen years ago. 
The sermons were very tedious and 
withoutany sign of emotion or grief 
and devoted chiefly to a discussion o 
Mormonism, and declaring it the 


Lord's work, which was bound to pre- 
vail against any opposition of man and 
‘fill the whole earth. 


| Thi; lasted 
nearly three hours. Then the body 
was taken to the cemetery. There 
were about one hundred carriages in 
the line, with many buggies and 
wagons. Ihe body was deposited in 
the grave with the wife who died last 
Winter, but ory temporarily, for both 
will be moved into a granite vault to 
be built for them.
